"for the Youth of the 


State. 


Ed. White, one of Beno'a prominent 


•porting men, baa oome oat flat-footed 
against tbe proposed lottery bill. 


Mr. White informed a JOUBNAL re- 


porter yesterday that be would fight 
he measpre m the legislature and 
would oppose it at tbe special eleatioo, 
f the issue comes before the people. 


The first reason for his opposition 


;o the bill ia a purely selfish one. In 
his opinion: "The establishment of a 
Itate lottery would injure legitimate 
gambling. Tbe fourteen games now 
running in this city pay a high 
iotnse and are conducted in a fair, 
lonest manner. 
The percentage is 


mall and fixed. People know what 
hay are running against when they 
ire foolish enough to buy faro ships 
or buck tbe roulette game; but the 
ottery, in my opinion, is a delusion 
and a snare. It has no fixed percent- 
age and its profits ore anormoas. 


"But v;ry few people are on the 


aside of the workings of a lottery^ 
Dbay think they have a better chance 
for their money than they bare. The 
result is £&at it a,lottery is established 
lere it would bo patronized to the 
detriment of tbe small 
percentage 


games, many of which would be com- 
jelled to close. 


" The gambling aouao proprietors in 


ibis city do not permit minors or 
women to play. With a lottery it i» 
different. 
Wives and daughters of 


werkiegmsn would buy lottery tickets. 
They would be gold and purchased by 
school children, and the Sta'e would 
become utterly corrupt. Vice, which 
at present is confined to men of ma- 
ture year?, would spread through every 
gax and age. 


'Another Bide of tbe lottery qaes- 


tion is that tbe State woqld politically 
'all into tbe bands of tha lottery gang. 
Tbey would elect officers and control 
patronage. Tbe 'rotten borough' of 
tbe past would be nothing to tbe eor- 
ropt commonwealth of tbe future."
